Investication  of  the  notified  food  poisoninc  cases  revealed  that  they 
were  all  attributable  to  two  incidents  occurrinc  outside  the  area. 

Incident  1.  In  which  4 or  more  persons  were  involved  was  duo  to  the 
consumption  of  cooked  pressed  moat  purchased  in  a butcher’s  shop 
outside  the  area.  Staphylococcus  aureus  was  recovered  from  the 
remains  of  the  cooked  meats  and  from  the  stools  of  2 of  the  pa.tients. 

Incident  2.  Two  persons  from  the  area  wore  part  of  a party,  a number 
of  whom  wore  taken  ill  after  oatinc  a turkey  dinner  at  an  hotel 
outside  the  area.  Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  recovered  from  the  stools 
of  both  patients,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  outbreak  was  traced  to 
infected  turkey  meat. 


MORTUARIES 


There  are  no  public  mortuaries  in  our  area,  but  by  arrangement  with 
Llanelli  Borouch  Council,  their  mortuary  is  available  when  necessary. 
Coroner’s  cases  have,  by  arrangement  between  the  Coroner  and  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  been  mainly  dealt  with  at  the  Llanelli  or 
Glangwili  Hospitals.

Enquiries  regarding  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculous  patients  should  be  addressed  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculous  and  other  patients, 
by  the  provision  on  loon  or  otherwise  of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home  help 
assistance.  In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain  tuberculous 
patients. 

Assistance  i3  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of  the  travelling  expenses 
of  relatives  visiting  long-stay  patients  in  hospitals  or  sanatoria.  In  practice  it 
has  been  found  that  the  great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  from 
relatives  of  tuberculous  patients. 
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Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  hospitals  and  sanatoria 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the 
applicant,  and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because 
of  the  patient's  serious  condition,  or  that  the 
visit  would  in  medical  opinion  do  the  patient 
good  and  aid  response  to  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey,  the 
relatives  concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it 
from  their  own  resources  without  substantial 
hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  assistance  is  restricted 
to  one  relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every 
two  nonths,  unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent 
visits  are  essential  on  account  of  the  patient's 
serious  condition.

Hone  Help  Service : 


The  Horae  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County 
Council. 

The  Hone  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying- in  period  of  naternity 
cases  where  the  patient  ha.s  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the 
donestic  duties  of  the  hone,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  and 
need.  For  those  in  receipt  of  Social  Security  benefits  linitcd  donest 
help  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the  Department  of  Social 
Security. 


Social  Services: 

The  Social  Services  Department  for  Carmarthenshire  has  been 
reorganised  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Hair  Parfitt,  B«A. , with 
assistant  directors  for: 

(a)  Social  Work; 

(b)  Residential; 

(c)  Administration, 

Under  (a)  above  Area  Offices  have  been  set  up  at  Llanelli,  Carmarthen 
and  Llandeilo.  These  are  staffed  by  an  Area  Officer  with  Social 
Workers  for  the  services  operated  by  the  County  Authority.  The 
Llanelli  office, is  situated  at  County  Offices,  Swansea  Road, 

Llanelli. 

Ment ally  S ubnorn a 1 : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  the  mentally 
subnormal . 

A Training  Centre  for  juniors  is  administered  by  the  Education 
Department  and  one  for  adults  is  administered  by  the  Social  Services 
Department.  Both  are  sited  at  Ileol  Goff  a,  Llanelli. 

Blood  Donation  Service; 

There  is  a small  Blood  3ank  at  the  Llanelli  General  Hospital,  and  the 
service  of  a Pathologist  with  throe  trained  Technicians  is  available. 

Blood  grouping  and  cross  matching  are  part  of  the  normal  laboratory 
routine  and  24  hour  service  is  maintained  for  emergencies. 

No  figures  of  blood  donations  are  available  for  this  area. 
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CHRONICALLY  SICK  AND  DISABLED  PERSONS  ACT,  1970. 


Local  Authorities  are  empowered  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  handicapped  people.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  sick  and  the  disabled  in  their  hones. 


Housing'  Authorities  are  empowered  to  consider  the  special  needs  of 
these  "unfortunates"  in  their  proposals  for  housing  accommodation. 


Other  sections  of  the  Act  ask  local  authorities  to  make  provision  for 
the  disabled  in  premises  open  to  the  public,  when  it  is  reasonable  and 
practicable. 


The  16  cases  reported  to  the  local  authority  were  investigated  and

A close  liaison  with  the  Social  and  Welfare  Services  Department  is 
maintained  in  operating  the  a bo ve  act.

Chlorination  takes  place  at  Llynyf an  and  again  at  Llannon,  where  the 
storage  reservoir  is  not  covered.  This  supply  servos  the  parishes  of 
Llannon,  Llanedi,  Llangennech,  Pontybercn,  Penbrey  and  part  of 
Llanelli  Rural  Parish.  It  is  a soft  and  relatively  pure  water  which 
is  subjected  to  coarse  filtration  followed  by  chlorination. 


The  public  and  industrial  water  supplies  are  augmented  in  periods  of 
drought  by  pumping  fron  the  Rivers  Towy  and  the  Gwendraoth  Fach. 


The  water  supply  for  tho  or er.  is  conorally  satisfactory  in  both  its 
quantity  and  quality.

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY , HEALTH  AND  WELF/JIE  PROVISIONS)  1956 

A partial  survey  of  farms  in  the  area  was  made  during  the  year  and  a 
report  under  the  above  provisions  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to 
a policy  for  supplying  each  household  in  the  area  with  receptacles 
for  refuse.  Initially , a pilot  scheme  of  collection  by  the  paper 
sack  system  was  tried  in  two  areas  of  the  R.D.C.  The  first 
reactions  to  this  system  were  nixed,  and  the  householders  in  the 
remainder  of  the  area  were  subsequently  provided  with  Polyethylene 
bins . 

With  the  introduction  of  bins,  the  collection  services  in  the  area 
was  reduced  from  twice  to  once  weekly. 

Re-organisation  of  functional  duties  of  Departments  resulted  in  the 
Engineer’s  Department  being  responsible  for  the  Refuse  Collection 
Service. 

The  Dcpartnent  was  involved  in  the  formation  of  the  new  system  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continue  to  advise  on  refuse  storage 
and  disposal  when  required.

The  problems  of  visible  atmospheric  pollution  during  the  year 
continues.  Those  were  nainly  the  result  of  dark  smoko  omissions  from 
Industrial  Furnaces  and  due  to  breakdowns,  absence  of  suitable  fuel 
and  overloading  of  the  boiler  capacity.  The  Open-Cast  mining-  Site 
in  the  area  also  gave  rise  to  complaints  of  dust  nuisance.  In  each 
case  the  co-operation  of  the  Managements  has  boon  readily  forthcoming. 

Prior  approval  and  chimney  height  approval  were  granted  to  Messrs, 
Thyssens  (Great  Britain)  Ltd.,  with  regard  to  a new  Briquetted  Fuel 
Plant  at  Bynea.  The  anthracite  ovoids  produced  at  the  Plant  have  been 
declared  an  authorised  fuel  under  the  Smoke  Control  Areas  (Authorised 
Fuels)  (No.  3)  Regulations,  1971.  The  ovoids  are  designed  for  use 
for  glass  fronted  domestic  fires,  free  standing  standard  Central 
Keating  Boilers  and  Heat  Storage  Cookers. 

In  addition  to  regular  inspections  of  all  industrial  processes  and 
plants  in  order  to  check  the  efficiency  of  pollution  controls  and  to 
identify  new  sources  of  possible  pollution,  it  is  the  intention  that 
monitoring  systems  and  programmes  of  investigation  and  research  be 
established.  These  will  be  concerned  with  aspects  Gf  contaminants 
other  than  smoke  in  the  atmosphere,  such  as  metals.
